Little 
particles of iron find their way 
through the drainage tract of tbe 
skin aud deposit themselves under 
the surface of the scarf-skin, and 
the action of the sun darkeua them 
into tbe irregular discolorations 
called freckles.

stay. The summer freckles may 
be made to vanish very readily 
with the use of simple lotions, but 
tbe latter depart ouly when the 
scarf-skin is removed.
